Antioch's Mayor Ray Toft says that he is 

not in favor of the proposed 90-unit housing 

project, slated to be located on land owned by 

Howard and Alice Young, off Main St. near 

^Viiliams Park in its present planning state. 

Toft says that what Antioch wants and 
needs is senior citizen housing, not the type 
of developement proposed, wherein han- 
dicapped and low- income families get first 
preference and the seniors, get what is left 
over. 

Last week, the, developers asked the 
village board to write a letter to the U.S. 
Dept. of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) stating that the village would like to 
see the complex built. 



The developers claim that the project is^, 
hung up because of a disagreement between 
HUD and the Illinois Housing Development 
Authority UHDA) as to who would hold 
preference in project occupancy eligibility.^ 

"iThe board is [; not in favor of any funding 
unless it is for senior citizen housing," said . 

Toft. . ' . t 

Toft said thai Antioch is overdue for senior 

housing since the village was told, before he 
went out of office in 1973, that they were on . 
an 18-monlh hold for senior housing. Thai- 
was eight years ago. 

"1 don't know what happened," says Toft, 
"but someone was asleep at the switch 
because, although we were supposedly first 
on the list after the senior'housing freeze was 
lifted, other municipalities, like Lake Villa; 




got in before us. Someone didn't follow up. 

,- Tne majority of the people I've talked to 
are not for the project the way it is presently 
set up," Toft added. 

So it doesn't look like that letter to HUD 
will be written, unless some drastic changes 
lake place in the proposed project's plans. ' 

Toft says that the village. has a list of over 
tot) residents who will get- first crack at the 

housing, if it materializes. 

Project Developer Donna King, of Palmer, 
France; Green and King, told The Antioch 
News last February that all that was holding 
up the project was final approval from 1H- 
DA, since they had already received special 
uses granted by the village and had been 
granted a Section 8 subsidy by HUD. 

King also told The News that there was no 
money-forseniorhousingrbut-fundsforhan— 
dicapped and fow income families, with the 
remainder toTgo to seniors, was available. 

But Toft thinks that the special use permit, 
granted by the village, ran out a few months 
ago and so has the lime limit on the land op-. 
tion._ . ~ 

Maybe it's back to square one, as far as 
senior housing in Antioch is concerned. 
-The plan, proposed. by the developers and 
approved for.a Section 8 subsidy by HUD, 
had the complex made up of 10 three- 
bedroom apartments, intended for the low in- 
come family housing; 35 two-bedroom apart-
